BLIND DOCTOR 
BREAKS HIGHWAY 
~ MAN'S RIBS 


“It has been left to a blind nae? 
remarks. the Philadelphia Inaylrer, 
“to do what the police of this city 
confessedly~have been unable to do 

—apprehend a real highwayman in 
the very act of a hold-up.”~ By way 
of good measure, the blind man broke 
two ribs for his assailant, -set and 
bandaged them, gave the young man 
some good adivee, ‘and set him free. 
Dr. William H. Nealon, of Philadel- 
phia, who played both the conquering 
hero and the good Samaritan in this 
fracas, may not consciously have set 
out to prove the capabilities of a 
blind man, but nevertheless he furn- 
ishes strong support for the theories 
which Sir Arthur Pearson, of Eng- 
land,-has brought to public attention 
recently, and which the number of 
young men blinded in the war makes 
an especially live topic just now. To 
quote the newspaper -account: 

The physician, who was stricken 
blind by optic paralysis in the same 
year that he was graduated as a 
physician from the Pennsylvanian 
University, in 1912, had been visit: 
ing in West Philadelphia. 

He returned to his home in a 
Street car, and, as was his custom, 
got off to smoke a cigar and make 
his way along the Pennsylvania Hos: 
pital wall, and thence to his home. 
. I had walked down Ninth: to Pine 
Street,” the physician said last night, 
“before I lighted a-cigar. I had just 
struck the match when some. one 
grabbed my hand. I was wearing an 
expensive ring. 

“Maybe I did lose my temper, be- 
cause about five years ago I was held 
[up and robbed on that exact spot. 

“I swung round suddenly and the 
fellow lost his grip. I raised the 
heavy stick that I carry and let him 
have it across the head. He went 
down with a groan, and then I guess 
it was the injustice of it all that sort 
of swept me away. 

“IT lit into him with both feet, and, 
ag it turned out later, broke two of 
his ribs. But what could I do? I 
couldn’t see who he was or what he 
was like or what he was doing. I 
was afraid to run, for fear he would 
shoot me or I would batter in my 
own head by colliding with a tree or 
a post or with. the wall. 

The fellow was yelling for help 
when I heard some one approaching, 
and then my closest friend, Edward 
T. Dillon, arrived on the scene. 

He asked me what was the mat- 
ter, and I told him. The young man 
pleaded for mercy and requested not 
to be taken into the hospital. I 
hadn’t’ been hurt, and I hadn't been 
robbed, and so I told Mr. Dillon that 
we would carry him to my Office, less 
than a block away, and I would treat 
him. 

“Maybe I ought to have turned him 
over to the hospital, or the police, 
but there was something pitiful about 
his grovelling pleading, and then, 
too, I guess, there was some kind of 
bitter satisfaction in repairing a cur 
who would hold up a blind man. 

“Anyway, we carried, or almost car- 
ried him to my~-office, and I made an 
examination. I found that I had 
fractured two of his ribs—and they 
were pretty bad fractures too. 

“I bandaged him up and did every- 
thing I could to ease his pain, and 
then I asked him some questions. 

“IT asked him how old he was, and 
he said nineteen. I asked him if he 
had a job, and he said he had not at 
that time. I asked him if he had 
parents in this city, and he answered 
‘Yes.’ 

“Well,” I said to him, “I can’t see 
you, and I won’t ask your name. 
You're a pretty poor specimen, and 
I guess you know it. But let me ad- 
vise you this: You'll be laid up for 
about three or four weeks. When you 
get out, try to get a decent honest 
job. But if you don't do that—if you 
get back into this hold-up game— 
have red .blood enough to attack a 
man who can see you, anyway. 

“There might have been a little 
compliment to me in the way he said 
if he ever got into the highwayman 
game again, he surely would avoid a 
blind man. 

“Anyway, I had done all I could, 
and I told Mr. Dillon to take him out 
and head him toward home. I hadn't 
asked where that home was, and I 
don’t want to know. I feel mighty 
sorry for his parents, or any other 
relatives he may have. 

“But what happened immediately 
thereafter I learned from my friend 
Dillon. The young man_ hobbled 
painfully to the door, and then he 
turned to Mr. Dillon to ask: “Is that 
doctor really blind?” Mr. Dillon in- 
formed him I was. 

“I guess the fellow was pretty: 
hard hit himself by that time, for he 
reached in hig pocket, drew out a $5 
bill, handed it to Mr. Dillon to give 
to me. I don’t know where that five 
dollars came from, but I know where 
it went. It went to a practical char- 
ity.” 

And then the doughty doctor, who 
is forty-four years old today, who 
has gone on refusing to be handi- 
capped by the terrific affliction which 
overtame him just as he glimpsed 
the future for which he hdd striven 
and worked, showed a disposition to 
talk no more,

In a few 
months, it, is observed, influenza 
‘claimed half as many victims as did. 
the dreaded plague in a period - of 
‘twenty years. 

The influenza, which made its ap- 
‘pearance in India early last autumn, 
was particularly fatal in central, 
northern and western poriions, while 
in Burma it was not so severe. No 
part of the Punjab escaped. The hos- 
pitals were choked and it was impos: 
‘sible to. so quickly remove the dead 
as to make room for the dying, 
Streets and lanes of the cities were 
littered with dead and dying. people. 
The depleted medical service, itself 
sorely stricken by the epidemic, was 
4ncapable of dealing with more than 
a minute fraction of sickness requir- 
ing attention.

ROYAL BANK LINKS UP WITH 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


: Important Deal is Completed for 
Connection with Old Country. 


The Royal Bank of Canada has just 
entered into a close reciprocal -work- 
ing arrangement. with the London 
County, Westminster and Parrs Bank 
Limited, which must have far-reach- 
ing results. The ‘London County, 
‘| Westminster and Parrs Bank, Limit- 
ed, is one of the oldest, strongest and 
most important of the English banks. 
It has over seven hundred branches 
in England, and branches in Spain 
and Belgium, and controls an affili- 
ated bank in France, namely, the Lon- 
don County and Westminster Bank, 
Paris, Limited, with numerous bran- 
ches, and also the Ulster Bank, Ire- 
land, all of whose shares it owns. 

With a view of cementing the re- 
lationship between the two banks, 
the London County, Westminster, and 
Patrs Bank, Limitedy have offered 
to buy for investment ten thousand 
shares of the Royal Bank of Canada 
stock at two hundred dollars per 
share, and the shareholders of the 
Royal Bank of Canada are by circu- 
lar unanimously and strongly recom- 
mended by the directors to facilitate 
the sale of the shareg by renouncing 
their rights thereto, as it is obvious 
that this close working arrangement 
will extend and strengthen the most 
favorable position with regard to 
European business. 

It is anticipated that all sharehold- 
ers will readily agree to waive their 
rights to the proposed new issue. In 
this connection it is interesting to 
note that the London County, West- 
minster and Parrs Bank are paying 
two hundred dollars per share for the 
shares they are purchasing, whereas 
the issue of shares authorized at the 
last annual meeting. of stockholders 
of the Royal Bank of Canada was al- 
lotted to shareholders at the favor: 
able price of one hundred and fifty 
dollars per share. 

As a result of this arrangement the 
paid up capital of the Royal Bank 
will be increased from $14,830,690 (as 
at February 28, 1919) to $15,830,690, 
placing it second in the list of Cana- 
djan banks in respect of paid-up 
capital; that of the Bank of Montreal 
is $19,075,000, which will, however, 
shortly be $20,000,000; the paid-up 
capital of the Bank of Commerce is 
$15,000,000. The Royal Bank already 
ranked second in the amount of its 
assets, and in reserve.

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PREDICTS ANOTHER WAR. 


A- soldier citizen; writing to the 
Calgary Herald, corroborates the con- 


_tention of Gen. Griesbach, of Edmon- 


ton, that there will be another war 
“with Germany in the near future. He 
gives convincing arguments, as fol- 
lows: 

“I have noted a great deal af cam- 
ment recently concerning. the predic: 
tion of a certain English astrologer, 
regarding the probability of anot®er 
war in the near future. The astrolo- 


’ ger referred to is “Sepharial,”’ and as 


I have read a good deal of his work 
it might furnish f6od for thought if 1 
quote some of his predictions of 
years gone by. It might be only 
guessing, but if so he certainly ‘out- 
guessed a good many who ‘certainly 
ought to have known. 

The Kaiser himself said tkgt at 
the fall of the leaves in 1914, his 
troops would be back in the Father- 
land. He was just four years out of 
his reckoning. Lloyd George said as 
late as November 14 last he was sure 
of the result, but ‘did not think vic 
tory would come so soon.’ Here is 
what “Sepharial” said in 1914. The 
war will be titanic and will. last until 
1918. Germany will gather the Dead 
Sea fruit of an inordinate ambition: 
The Hohenzollerns will bite the dust. 
Their empire is going to an eclipse— 
The ascendancy of the Anglo-Saxon 
race is a thing as fully assured as 
that the sun shall rise tomorrow up- 
on a world that today is black with 
the thoughts of men bent upon mu- 
tual destruction.” At that time ‘he 
also said that Russia would be in- 
volved in a revolution in the midst of 
the war, that Russia would not em- 
erge with any measure of success, 
that Franz Joseph of Austria would 
succumb, that Belgium would be over- 
run and devastated and that netther 
Russia nor Austria, nor Germany 
could hope for a successful issue from 
the great struggle. 

On October 10, 1914, he said the 
crown prince of Prussia would bea de- 
nuded of his inheritance and patri- 
mony through the war, his estates 
being involved in chaos anf ruin; 
that his obsession would lead to the 
rupture of all foreign relations and 
treaties, and that insanity and a vio 
lent death would wait upon his bes- 
tial orgies like an avenging nemesis. 

Many years befors the’ war “Sepb- 
arial” spoke of “William the High- 
wayman's” horoscope as the worst of 
any reigning monarch's with the ex- 
ception of Abdul Hamid. 

Lord Roberts, 1 think, is the only 
man whose deductions proved more 
accurate than Sepharial's. During 
his tour in Canada in 1908 Lard Rob- 
erts said: ‘They refuse to believe 
me, and we sleep under a false secur- 
ity, for I do not hesitate to affirm 
that we shall have a frightful war 
{n Europe, and that England and 
France will have the hardest experi- 
ence of their existence. They will in 
fact see defeat very near, but the war 
will finally be won by the genius of 
a French general named Ferdinand 
Foch, professor in the military scheol 
in Paris.” 

I have only briefly quoted the pre- 
dictions of the past by this noted 
astrologer, but anyone who has read 
the articles written by Sephartal for 
the British Journal of Astrology for 
the past ten years as I have, cannot 
but be impressed by the accuracy of 
his predictioas. Here is an extract 
from one of his articles in the March 
issue of this year: 

“The old gang of militarists are all 
back at their offices, nobody has ‘been 
discredited, and the kaiserites are 
having tilings all their own way. 
Now I clearly see that by the year 
salad the militarist faction in aduaiy

4926 to 1930. In those days a Prince 
of the Hohenzollerns will rule in 
Prussia. So much for the human 
prescience in bringing the war of 
1914-1918 to an untimely end. That 
we have not sufficiently maintained 
the cause of Humanism and Collect- 
fvism agaist the tyranny of Feudal- 
ism and Milftarism is a conviction 
that {s already creeping into men’s 
minds. Before very long it will be 
patent to all.” 


_ Of the Peace Conference he says: 
“It will in effect be a striking failure 
2 source of intense bitterness and 
jealousy and a fine instrument for 
enemy attacks upon our trade and 
credit. Thé league of nations must 
either. include Russia, or must be 
against Russia as at present adminia.

“SOLDIERS FIRST. 


When- Major Redman, of Calgary, 
propased in the House of Comnions 
that for at least a year no one but 
returned soldiers should be allowed 
to compéte in the examination for 
men employees in the civil service, 
says the Toronto Sentinel, be took a 
position which will be found to be 
popular with the great mass of the 
people of Canada. It is one, however, 
that does not find favor with those 
holding civil service positions and 
their friends. They raise the point 
that such a principle could not be 
applied ‘without injury to the service. 
Thig is a reflection on the efficiency 
of the. soldiers. It is one which will 
not bear examination. 
to contend that out of 400,000 men 
who are returning to Canada there 
will not be found a man for every 
place that ts vacant, or for every new 
position that is created in the civil 
service. Moreover, it is the duty of 
the government to give these men the 
training to make them efficient, if 
that is necessary. No injustice 
would be done to civilians by exclud- 
jing them from appointments to the 
service for a year. The men who 
stayed at home have lived in comfort, 
if not in luxury, while their fellows 
eudured the tortures of hell that they 
might preserve Canada from the dom- 
ination of the Hun. 

The country owes to the men who 
saved it that they shall have a pref- 
erence, and, more than that, that they 
shall have tha monopoly, of those 
easy places which are so largely filled 
by men who did not hear the call to 
duty in the crisis through which this 
country has recently come. 

Major Redman’s proposal is sound 
from every standpoint, and it is to be 
hoped that the House of Commons 
will take such aetion when the Civil 
Service BiH is under discussion as 
will compel the Commiysion to find a 
qualified soldier for every place that 
is vacant during the next’ year. There 
are enough returned .soldiers and 
their friends in the House of Com- 
mons fo give the strengest support to 
such a proposal, and it will be noth- 
{og more then simple -justice to the 
returned soldier.

A. B. McCoig, West Kent, took the 
government to task for permitting an 
excess of private cars vii the Toronto- 
Ottawa division of th: Canadian gov- 
ernment railways. He said that he 
wired on Monday evening for a sleep- 
er, but when he arrived in Toronto 
he could not have one. The reason 
was that there were three private 
coaches on the train. One was occu- 
pied by the minister of militia, ano- 
ther by Sir Thos. White and a third 
by Sir Henry Drayton. 

Dr. Reid said private cars were 
being used less at present than in the 
past. It was an accident that there 
were three on Monday _ evening's 
train. 

- COST OF LIVING 

Dr. Michael Clark, of Red Deer, on 
being informed by Dr. Reid that the 
cost of living was one of the reasons 
for the increase of salaries given to 
deputy ministers, expressed the hope 
that the government was _ seriously 
attacking this question. He said they 
had been told that the country is 
$200,000,000 in the hole. He noticed 
that costs were increasing and that 
salaries were being raised, but what 
about the other end? He could see 
nothing in the near future but great 
financial disorder. Unless history is 
absolutely misleading, we would have 
in the next two or three years, he 
said, times very different from the 
present.

AND LABOR,COUNCIL AT ~ 
EDMONTON 


Edmonton, April 22.—A complete 
climax was reached in the Trades and 
Labor Council last night in regard to 
the One Big Union movement, which 
originated at the Calgary inter-pro- 
vincial convention, when President 
McCreath, immediately on calling the 
meeting to order, read the following 
notice :— 

“By order of the executive commit- 
tee of this council, and by virtue of 
the authority vested in it, I hereby 


declare vacant the seats of all dele- 


gates voting for and active in the 
interests of ‘One Big Union,’ which 
attitude and action are in _ every 
sense contrary to the constitution of 
the American Federation of Labor, as 
set forth in Article 11, Section 1, 
which reads as follows:— 

“No central labor union or any 
other central bod: of delegates shall 
admit to, or retain in the'r coutcil, 
delegates from any local organization 
that owes its aleginnce to any othor 
body, rational or *:.ternationai, bostile 
to any affilllated organization.” 

“The following .vca! unione are in- 
cluded as being “hose to which this 
order appliss, and their affiliaticu is 
hereby canco-led: 

“Local 1326, United Brotherhcod af 
Carpenters; Federal Labor Uuton, No. 
49, and local 4070, United Mine Work- 
ers.”

* The ‘following letter was received 
from Teddy -Meeres, who has been 
visiting Antwerp, Belgium, and he 
gives an interesting account of his 
trips 

Overysscho, Belgium, March 11, 1919. 
" Mother Dear:—Back again in this 
humdrum . little village, which has 
numbered yours truly among its in- 
habitants..for over two months now, 
and may do so for two monthg more, 
in fact, it scarcely seems that I hava 
been away at all, and those two days 
in Antwerp were but a fantasy, a 
dream of which [ have a_ clear 


enough..impression, nevertheleas. To 
give you some description of the 
events they witnessed—Friday was a 
rainy day of a rainy week, but it re- 
quired more than mere water to 
dampen our spirits when, with our 
passes in our pockets, and rubber 
sheets draped over our shoulders 
(greatcoats: having been discarded as 
too warm and cumbersome for walk- 
ing), my .companion of my previous 
visit to Brussels, (Morley Honey) and 
I bade farewell to our billets shortly 
after noon to commence the elght 
mile trek to Andeghem. There we 
caught the tram for Brussels, arriving 
at the Gare du Nord just a few min- 
utes before the four o’clock train for 
Antwerp was due to leave. The 
ticket office was closed, but a judi- 
cious tip to the ticket collector suf- 
ficed to admit us to the platform. 
There we found the carriages simply 
crammed with passengers but finally 
managed to obtain standing room in 
the little observation enclosure in the 
rear of one car. Our first care on 
arriving in Antwerp was to book a 
room and have supper, after which 
we reconnoitred a number of the 
streets and completed the day's pro- 
gram with a visit to a theatre, the 
“Eden,” to see a Flemish revue entit- 
led “O.P.Q.” 


The following day, on the payment 
of the sum of twelve and one half 
francs each to defray the cost of two 
meals, and the guide's fee, we” be- 
came members of a party of about 
forty colonial soldiers, chiefly Cana- 
dians and Australians, who were out 
to see the city. 


Commencing our tour from the 
vicinity of the magnificent railway 
station, we first proceeded to the 
Place de la Commune, one of the best 
of the city’s squares, on which are 
the statues of Jordsens and Van Dyck, 
second only to Rubens among Bel- 
gian painters, and of Leopold Van 
Wael who, as burgomaster, did much 
toward the development of Antwerp 
as a port during his tenure of office. 
The square is bordered by magnifi- 
cent buildings, among which are the 
Athaeneum, a sort of university, and 
the Royal Theatre, while about a hun- 
dred yardg down one of the thorough- 
fares leading off from it is the pala- 
tial Flemish Opera House. En route 


that|from thence to the Stock Exchange, 


we passed the statue of Van -Dercken, 
the father of the diamond-cutting in- 
dustry, esconced high up in a niche 
in the wall of a building. The prés- 
ent Stock Exchange building is a 
product of the nineteenth century, 
but, architecturally, it is a replica of 
the old Antwerp Stock Exchange, 
erected in the sixteenth century—the 
pioneer of its kind in the world. 
Proceeding down one of the principal 
thoroughfares to the Place Veile, we 
passed some of the ruins of houses 
demolished by the German bombard- 
ment of 1914. At one extremity of 
the Place Veile, said to be the most 
popular square in the city, and cen- 
tred by a statue of Rubens, is Ant- 
werp Cathedral, considered the finest 
cathedral in Belgium, and one of the 
finest monuments of the Gothic type 
of architecture in the world. Its con- 
struction was commenced about the 
middie of the fourteenth century, and 
completed about the end of the six- 
teenth, and it can accommodate twen- 
ty thousand worshippers. Among the 
priceless paintings that adorn its 
walls is Rubens’ masterpiece, “The 
Descent from the Cross,” while the 
beautiful altar painting is unique in 
that it is the only one in the world 
on which three great artists collab- 
orated, it being the product of the 
combined efforts of Rubens, Jordaens 
and Van Dyck. The pulpit, carved 
in oak, is claimed to be the finest of 
its kind in the world. Rather reluct- 
antly bidding farewell to this magni- 
ficent structure and its art treasures, 
we next proceeded to the Grand 
Place, in the centre of which stands 
the Fontaine Brabo, erected to com- 
memorate the legend from which 
Antwerp draws its name, and border- 
ing which, as is the case in all French 
and Bolgian cities, is the Town Hall,; 
or Hotel de Ville, not nearly so im- 
posing or beautiful a structure, 
viewed externally, ag that of Brussels 
but boasting an aged, mellowed, state- 
ly grandeur that baffles description. 
In all the chambers were huge fire- 
places of wonderful, exquisitely car- 
ved Belgian marble, while the _ pic- 
tures, painted right on the walls, for- 
tunes could not buy. The paintings 
on the ceiling of the council chamber 
were the product of Rubens’ brush, 
painted while lying on a scaffolding, 
on his back. The building itself 
dates back to about 1570, but its pre- 
decessor, built in the twelfth century, 
still exists. The next place of inter- 
est visited, after the Hotel de Ville, 


was St. Paul’s Church, from an artis-! 


tis point of view considered the finest 
in the world. Among its art treas- 
ures are some wonderful confessional 
boxes, carved in oak by the Benedic- 
tine monks, and a number of price- 
less paintings, three of which are as- 
cribed to Rubens. In the courtyard 


of the church, the “Crucifixion” and! 


events immediately preceding and 
following it are depicted in sculpture 
and wood carving.

Returning from the docks, we wen- 
ded our way through the rather odor- 
iferous fish market, boarded a tram 
car, and rode as far as the Palais of 
Justice, a splendid building, but in no 
way comparable to the magnificent 
structure in Brussels. From thence 
we proceeded on foot to the Art Gal- 
lery, which, unfortunately, was closed 
and from thence to the huge statue of 
Neptune, erected to commemorate the 
freeing of the Scheldt. Continuing 
on our way, we came to the River 
Scheldt itself, took a stroll along the 
pier, watched the big steamers for a 
while, and got an external view of an 
ancient castle called the “Steen,” 
which dates back to the seventh cen- 
tury, and then returned to our start- 
ing place for supper. 


The following morning (Sunday), 
having acquired by this time a fair 
knowledge of the city, we started out 
on our own, first visiting the Art Gal- 
lery, which containg some of the most 
celebrated und valuable paintings in 
the world. That occupied our time 
up to noon when, having downed a 
hearty dinner, we took a tram to 
some of the forts just outside the 
city. Returning from them, we spent 
a couple of hours in the Zoological 
Gardens, had supper, strolled around 
a while, then took the train back to 
Brussels. Brussels to Andeghem by 
tram, Andeghem to Overyssche on 
foot, and our little holiday was over.

A meeting of the Council of the Muni- 
cipal District of Golden West, No. 371, 
was held at Sylvan Lake on Saturday, 
April 19. The meeting opened at 1 
o'clock p.m., all the Councillors in at- 
tendance.

Mr. Greenwood, representing the 
United Grain Growers, was at the 
meeting and demonstrated to the Coun- 
cil with a model machine the operation 
of the Adams road grader. 

Councillor W. H. Stringer reported 
a bridge on the range line between 
ranges 2 and 3 in township 37 between 
sections 26 and 31 to be in a very un- 
safe and dangerous condition, and re- 
commended that it should be replaced 
by a new bridge as soon as possible. 
The Secretary was instructed to cor- 
respond with the Government with re- 
gard to it. 

Mr. Rogers, the Reeve, reported that 
the road between Red Deer and Sylvan 
Lake was in very poor shape and need- 
ed dragging. .The Secretary was in- 
structed to write to the Secretary of 
the Municipal District of Lorne, No. 
400, with regard to it. 

Councillor Smith recommended that 
a road diversion on the southwest 
quarter of 36-38-1, W. 5th, should be 
cancelled, as it was entirely unneces- 
sary. 

A bill from the City of Red Deer for 
the treatment of flu patients at the 
Isolation Hospital was presented and 
laid over. The Secretary was instruct- 
ed to write to the Secretary-Treasurer 
of Red Deer in connection with it.

The agent in the first case is a 
financial shark who is obtaining mon- 
ey by false pretences. He, perhaps, 
does the least harm of’any beyond the 
confusion created in the nomencla- 
ture of varieties and the money which 


-jhe takeg.from the farmer. 


In the second case the agent may 
be acting in the best of faith and with 
the conviction that his claims will be 
justified by the resulting crop. Per- 
haps they will be, but the varieties 
are legion that have been introduced 
im this way and have been found 


worthless in comparative tests with EE 


standard varieties. 

The third agent though, is the real 
out and out grain fakir, and should 
be Mable to prosecution. The farmer 
who is deceived by his pretences al- 
most deserves to pay the price of his 
credulity. 

It is the right of any person who 
has multiplied out a _ selection of 
grain to sell it for what it is and 
charge any price he sees fit. Against 
these well-intentioned, legitimate 
transactions have nothing to 3ay, 
beyond warning the farmer that at 
the best he is likely only buying an 
old variety, and that exceedingly few 
of these amateur selections ars ever 
of value. 

What is advisable is that in every 
case before buying a variety that he 
intends to grow as a general crop, the 
farmer should consult the reports of 
his nearest Experimental Station: 
The remedy for the actual frauds that 
are perpetrated is in his own hands. 
As long as he will buy,.the agents 
will sell, and the efforts put forth by 
the cereal stations of Canada for the 
improvement of crops will continue 
to be partially frustrated.
